_ “Such action would have removed 
the anomaly of a legal ban against 
the political party which devotes all 
its energy to support of the struggle 
to defeat Hitler. The Dominion 
government. failed to carry out the 
recommendation of the parliamen- 
tary committee, however, while the 
sharpening crisis of the war and the 
growing demand for the establish- 
ment of a second front makes it 
increasingly “necessary that every 
obstacle to the development of full 
national unity be removed.

Millions of organized workers, especially those of war industry, 
have spoken out emphatically for the Second Front, a survey by the Daily 
Worker of at least fifty labor conventions held this summer, shows, Those 
conventions, attended by thousands of delegates represented almost every

Following is the text of a broad- 
cast by Robert Minor, member of

My Fellow Americans: 


When the people of our country 
and of Erigland ask as they do for 
a Second Front to be established 
immediately by British and Amer- 
ican troops in Western Europe — 
this is not an effort by the people

tails. 

The Western Front is not a par- 
ticular form of war; it is war itself. 
The proposal that we make a Sec- 
ond Front now is nothing more 
than the proposal that we fight 
Germany now. We are not making 
war against Germany unless we 
strike the German army where it 
is—on the soil of Europe. There 
is no serious attempt to defend the 
United States against its military

I be- 
lieve that is profoundly true, and 
the American people believe it is 
true, and that is why the growing 
milions of American citizens are 
demanding that we meet the Ger- 
man army on European soil, now, 
before we have to meet them on 
our own American shore. 

Bear in mind that Hitler is very 
busy in Russia now. -He is begging 
and kicking and whipping his Eu- 
ropean slaves to supply him with 
more troops and more and more— 
because the Russians are killing 


them off and driving them back. 
Hitler is holding on desperately and 


cannot spare even a few divisions 
from his eastern front. At least 
90 per cent of all the troops that 
Hitler can raise are fighting des- 
perately against the heroic Russian 
army, and cannot spare a single 
man or gun. 

Isn’t it clear that the time to 
strike Hitler in Western Europe is 
now? 

I don’t know of a single Amer- 


ican military leader of first rank 
who has spoken publicly who has 
not indicated a favorable attitude 


toward an immediate front in West- 
ern Europe—and our Commanders 
all the way from England and 
Northern Ireland to the Far East 
have spoken in this spirit, as well 
as the British Gen. Wavell and 
also the Canadian commander in 
England.

Science Makes Men Superior 
To Both Animals and Nazis 


By MIKE GOLD 


ILE Nazi bombers were nightly roaring over the city 

of Moscow, Academician W. A. Englehardt and his 

colleagues were.calmly at work in the biochemical labora- 

tories, studying how muscle fibers used food energy and 
their contraction. 

‘Their researches have thrown new light on a problem under in- 
vestigation by a biochemist working in New York. 

Dr. Kurt G. Stern of the Overly Biochemical Research Founda- 
tion told the story at the annual symposium of the Society for the 
study of Growth held last month at North Truro, Mass. 

Dr. Stern reviewed present knowledge of molecules and paid 


tribute to the Russian investigators. They helped him considerably, 
he said, in his efforts to understand the disease-causing viruses. 
+. — „ 


‘These viruses, as most of us know, are so small they cannot be 
seen under any microscope nor segregated by the finest ‘filter in the 
labs, 


it is almost impossible to study their life cycles or to devise 
methods of frustrating their growth. 


Infantile paralysis, however, and a number of equally grave dis- 


A whole continent of mysterious diseases might be explored if a 
clue were found to the working of the viruses. 

Dr. Stern, in New York, had been attempting to understand how 
the viruses, which are parasitic, grow at the expense of their host 
cells in the human body. 

The viruses are big, protein-like molecules, about which scientists 
dispute as to whether they are alive or dead. Dr. Stern theorized 
thiat these molecules grow by stealing the host cells’ energy supply 
as well as its building material. They have to have a living host, 
and are never found as scavengers, feeding on the dead. 

The manner in which the muscles absorb food and turn it into 
energy would therefore be a clue to the food habits of the viruses.

While the Nazi bombs were falling and the city was lit by the 
Mghthings of aircraft fire, the Soviet professor Englehardt and his 
colleagues were busy at an experiment of infinite delicacy. 

They made an artificial model of muscle by spinning threads of 
muscle protein, much as artificial silk is spun. Then they immersed 
this in a solution of energy—rich phosphorous compound. The fibers 
lengthened in this food bath.
